South Park’s reality outgrows its reputation 


LlllUii. Hawaii ■' Hurricane. Iniki 
sleammlleci over the. resort island of Kauai, 

. leveling buildings, clogging roads with 
debris and severing communieiilions. At 
least two people were killed on Kauai and 
one on neighboring Oalui,

City’s long-stagnant south end 
bustles with industry, investment

LWJN_FALLS_-7_Chimge comes. 
more slowly south of Rock Creek 
than to other parts of Twin Falls. 

South Park, platted u.s a 
~subdi vision' by some 'Siarry eyed 
dcvelopiirs 82 years ago during the 
heyday of the *rwin Falls Tract land 
ni.sh, didn't share in the prosperity 
for long. 

While the core of Twin Falls 
boomed. South Park — for years a 
quiet, leafy country neighborhood 
of modest homes stagnated. It 
wasn't connected to the municipal 
.sewer line until about the time of 
World War II. and it was well afier 
the war when the city finished 
paving the streets on the other-side 
of the Singing Bridge. 

And the urea, one of the city’s 
oldest neighborhoods, will be the 
last to get an elementary school 
when-a new one is opened there in 
two years. 

But de, spite being iradiiiomilly 
passed over for development, the 
south end has not been ignored by 
public and private investment. 

"I personally don't sec it as being 
the wcak-sisler end of town. It's a 


p,-)ri of the city of Twin Fulls. As 
long us it is. it's not treated' any 
dilTercntly.'' Dave McAlindin. the 
cit y of -Twin— JlaUs_i:cononiic 
development director, said. 

Il$ geogniphy doesn't allnicl the 
type of commercial projects found 
-along Blue Lakes Boulevard 
North, but the south end's 
. industriul_zune creates, a separate 
type of growth. 

"It'-s different." McAlindin said. 
“Well, no. nobody's building half- 
million dollar homes on the south 
pan of town. But that doesn't mean 
ihni good things aren't happening 
on the south pun of town, and ilmi 
the city hasn't paid attention to the 
south pan ottown." 

With S5.7 million worth of 
construction on Victory Bridge. 
Victory Road and the city's new 
anaerobic digester. McAlindin said 
the south side hos had as much, if 
not more, recent public money 
spent on it as fast-growing nonheast 
Twin Falls. 

"There’s a lot going on In the 
'south end, too. If you’re looking at 
the new commercial stuff and the 
high-end residential homes, that’s 
taking place on the north end." 
McAlindin said. "If .you're looking 


for moderately priced homes, and 
industrial development, the south is 
(where that's taking place)." 

Large amounts of land on the 
city's south end leaves unlimited 
possibilities for developers. The 
new elementary school, e.xpL'Cled 
to be completed by fall of 1994. 
will likely attract further 
development. 

"The school will make a 
din'crchcc. Yes. it would give the 
area u sense of community, u sea.se 
of neighborhood," McAlindin said. 
“And things tend to congregate 
around schools. 

"If you go back and talk to .some 
folks who have been here forever, 
when they built the Itigh school, 
there was nothing oiit tnerc. And 
people thought they were crazy for 
building the- high school out there. 
Now It's ihv pan of town." he siiid, 
"So you do .sec things cropping, up, 
around .schools." 

As far as the future looks, 
McAlindin predicts more liglitcr 
manufacturing along Washington 
Street South. 

“We'll continue to see increased 
industrial development in that urea." , 
he said.

Across the country, more and 
more children arc donating (heir 
time and becoming invoK-cd in their 
communities. Some arc pushed info 
service by school district 
requirements. Others see problems, 
including poverty and drug abu.se. 
and want to be part of (he solution. 

"Kids are concerned,’' says 
Suzanne Logan, author of "The 
Kids Can Help" (Putnam Publishing 
Group, S7.95), a volunteer resource 
-..- bonk for children ages 5 to 14. 

"Even (he most privileged can’t 
be protected from homelessness and 
crime, fhey see, and they're 
bothered by it, and (hey want to 
■ help." 

And tlicT can help, but not 
necessarily at formal volunteer 
organizations, including shelters and 
nursing homes, where the 
youngsters may require supervision. 
Instead, children can develop simple 
charitable programs, like writing to 
an elderly person, cleaning up a

It wus the 24ih lime since the spring of 1989 that the central 
bunk has moved interest rates lower in an attempt to revive the sluggish 
economy. 

On one-year udjusiubic rule mortgage.s, lenders were asking an 
average initial rule of 5,15 percent, down from 5,24 percent last week 
and the lowest since the curponiiion begun tracking ARMs in 1984.

Safety rules languish, empeiilling thousands

Cloilfeller traveled here from her 
home in Goodwill.

And the regulaliun would require 
safely iiamcsses and lines to retrieve 
workers if llieylwerc overcome. Stull 
luul no such equipment, 

No one disputes lliai the ''conniied 
spticcs" rule, las it, is known in 
go vemnteni_.Jtiight_have saved 
" HonVer'SfuIl inid’iitiiny ’oilicr's. Bui' 
after 17 ye'ars. ilie fedcrtil 
Occupational 'Safety and Health 
Administration iOSHA) lias not put 
the rule into effect.

As is true with all federal agencic.s. 
everything O.SHA proposes Is 
subject to detailed reviews, analysis 
and revision by the While House 
Olfice of Maiiagemetit and Bmlgel. 


Those reviews have been imposed 
during the Rcagan-Bush years, hut 
little is made public alxmt them. 

Many Democrats contend iliut the 
Office of Management and Budget 
improperly interferes with the 
legilimaie work of agencies like 
OSHA in carrying out laws enacted 
by Congress. 

Congress currently is working on 
tegisiaiinn that would set deadlines 
to coinpct the administration to 
im'plemcm worker-safety regiiluiiotis 
in an array of categories. 

But many unions, fed up with 
delays, have formed partnerships 
with industry to work out hculih and 
safety programs on their own. 

"OSHA is irrelevcm." says 
Edsvani J. Gorman III. director of ihe 
Carpenicrs Health and Safety Fund. 
"The delays are interminable. We 
can’t wait for these standards to 
protect our workers." 

Only last month did OSHA 
.officially announce that it.would 
eorisicter writing regulations on a 
workplace problem ilml has liccomc 
epidemic in America .in the last 10 
years: repetitive stress injury. 

SVorkers who do the same thing 
over and over, meat cutters, 
computer terminal operators, auto 
workers, truck drivers, supermarket 
clerks, construction workers and 
many others are affected by., 
repetitive stress. They develop 
weakness and disability in hands, 
wri-sls. elbows, backs. 

According to federal labor 
siaiistics. repciilive stress problems 
now aceminl for js6 percent of 
workplace illnesses. More than 
.I.SO.ono cases a year are being 
reported. 

O.SHA on Atig; .3 issued what it 
calls an "advanced notice of 
propiiscd rulemaking." Translated, 
that mdans the agency will collect 
data anil study whcliier ii regulation 
is nccijed to require industry to 


redesign work stations and 
C(|uipmcni to rcducc rcpclitivc stress 
among workers. 

At OSHA’s cufTcnl pace, it could 
be 10 years before a rule is issued to 
deal with repetitive stress, according 
to Dehoruh Berkosvjiz. health and 
safety director for the United Food 
and Commercial Workers 
Inicrnaiionul Union. "It's not even 
on the slow bout to China." 
Derkowitz said. "It’s just total 
delay." 

One of the harshest critics of 
OSHA is Rep. William D. Ford. D- 
Mich., chairman of the House 
Commiitcc on Education and Labor. 

"Even where OSHA recognizes 
that workplace cx]>osurcs arc killing 
people." Ford said at a hearing in 
April, "the agency will drug out 
rulemaking interminably before 
issuing a standard."

He could not 
have imagined better reviews than he 
earned as host of tlie Oscars this year. On 
ABC’s WorW News Tonight. Peter Jen- 
nings named Costal "Person of the 
Week." pulling him up there with Moth- 
er Teresa and Ross Perot. 

Twenty years ago. Billy Crystal had 
about as much chance of becoming a 
saint or the President as he had of be-

. coming a big star.-Hc-was climbing 
through his 20s and struggling, one-third 
of a comedy act called "3*S Company." 
which played mostly Eastern college 
cafeterias. To make money, he was a 
substitute teacher at Long Beach (N.Y.) 
Junior High School. Billy taught every- 
thing from social studies to shop to study 
hall; he refused to be typecast. He was 
also a househusband. He took care of - 
baby Jennifer while his wife, Janice, 
worked full-time at Nassau Community 
College. She was in the theater depan- 
ment; he was in the diaper department. 

In 1975, Crystal got his big break. He 
was booked on the first Saturday Night 
Live. He was booked to deliver a mono- 
logue about Victor Mature, Rhonda 
Fleming and a tarantula. The monologue 
normally ran 6 minutes. TTie producer 
told him to cut it to 2. The pniduccr said 
it was. still too long. Billy was cut out 
of the show and went home on the Long 
Island Railroad with tears in his eyes. 

Nine years later, after hundreds of 
nights on the road and four seasons on 
TV’s eccentric comedy Soap. Billy Ciys-

Later, as a member of the cast of the 
show, Crystal created Fernando, who 
was unforgettable, and Ricky, who was 
“unbeliccevublc,” and his impersonation 
of Sammy Davis )r. was so believable, 
Billy's mother didn’t recognize him. 

He looked mahvelous. 

Why Billy Crystal? 

He doesn’t tate shoncuts. He works. 
He kills himself. He pushes himself so 
hard that even the Teamsters who la- 
bored on Mr. Saturday Night were jeal- 
ous of his strength. They called him 
"Ironman.” Something like that. . 

He spent 83 days shooting the film, 
and most days he was on the set. in the 
makeup choir, by 2 in the morning. Pe- 
ter Montagna— who. ot Saturday Night 
Live, had turned Billy into Fernando and 
Sammy Davis Jr. — worked on him four 
to five hours each shooting day, trans- 
forming him into a 73-year-oId comedian. 

While he sank into old age in the 
makeup chair. Crystal watched the set on 
closed-circuit television, checked the 
lighting and the camera positions, 
scorched for interesting shadows and 
eliciting angles, put into practice the 
hundreds of hours he had spent studying 
films — Woody AUcn's and Francis Ford 
Coppola’s and many more — applying 
all the lipsfond tricks he had absorbed 
fiom his friend, the director Rob Rein- 
er. Between layers of makeup, Crystal - 
conferred with the actors and with thC di- 
rector of photography, described what he 
saw and what he wanted to sec. If any- 
thing, he overprepared; he didn’t want 
: anyone to be able to tell that he had nev- 
' cr directed a film before.

It's more effective llian the old- 
er drugs, with fewer side effects. 

Alzheimer’s disease. Alzheimer's is 
a tciriblc affliction, usually of old age. in 
which the sufferer slowly loses his mem- 
ory and ability to think. Alzheimer's 
leads to the death of 100.000 Americans 
each year; 4 million live with it. 

Scientists suspected that a ncuro- 
transmitter called acetylcholine was in- 
volved in memory and learning — so it 
_ was no surprise when they fou nd that, in . 
Alzheimer's patients, the brain cells that 
make acetylcholine were dying. 

Now, researchers arc honing in on 
chemicals that stimulate the production 
of acetylcholine. Drugs arc still in the 
testing stage, but some patients have 
had a modest improvement in memory. 

Dr. Davis and others also arc look- 
ing at the possibility of replacing the 
dying brain cells of Alzheimer’s patients 
with fetal brain tissue, as they do in 
Parkinson's.

• MRI. This stands for Magnetic Res- 
onance Imaging. With an MM machine, 
a computer reads data from radio sig- 
nals sent into the brain and assembles a 
lifelike, three-dimensional picture. As 
with (he CAT scon, it helps doctors to 
see tumors, blood clots and shruoken 
regions. But scientists can observe 
chemical reactions too. Pictures also 
have shown the differences between the 
brains of identical twins, one with schiz- 
ophrenia and one without. 

• PET scan. The latest marvel, PET 
stands for Positron Emission Tomogra- 
phy. The appyttus detectf the positions 
ot injected radiba^vesulSta^^ ihy 
brain uses them to think, see, smell and 
taste. Pictures can show where chemi- 
cals arc being burned when the eyes see 
a printed wold. If a patient hears a word, 
another area lights up. If the subject 
speaks, a third area shows activity. 

"We can sec the brain’s chemical fac- 
tory in action.’’ said Dr. Monte Buchs- 
baum, a PE’T expert at New York’s 
Mount Sinai Medical Center. “Wc can 
sec where drugs take effect.” 

Use it or lose IL New research has 
erased one myth about the brain: name- 
ly that, except for a few months at the be- 
ginning of your life, your brain deteri- 
orates. Not true! You may be losing, 
thousands of nerves a day, but the brain 
finds new pathways to carr y ouMhe^ 
ttnciiuiis lirihe dying iiiirvcsr(7ytlxou^” 
if.you have massive destruction, os in a 
stroke, the brain cannot overcome the 
losses.) And new evidence shows that if 
you “exercise” the brain, you increase 
the number of dendrite connections. 

Dr. Marian Diamond, director of the 
hall of science at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, first showed the growth of nerve 
links in rats living in environments that 
stimulate the brain. Dr. Arnold Schcibcl, 
head of the Brain Research Institute at 
UCLA, is Dr. Diamond’s husband. He 
has expanded her findings. 


‘ you increase the neural structure, said 
Dr. Scheibel. “If you decrease input, 
you decrease structure. The brain is just 
like a muscle — use it or lose it. As you 
age, it becomes harder to take on new 
tasks like learning a language, but you 
have to do it." 

Sejentists are discovering how the 
channels bf the brain are formed in in- 
c_fnnLs. Out of. this work, researchers arc 
learning about the imponance of early 
brain stimulation. For example, scientists 
at the University of California at Irvine 
say there is evidence that musical train- 
ing. begun as early os age 3. may in- 
crease a child's overall mental ability. 

In the end, understanding the brain 
helps us understand what a human be- 
ing is. After all, our brains arc what 
m^ us human. U

Asa young preacher 
with no church, 

Robert Schuller had big ideas 
— and something to leant

Dr. Robert H. Schuller, the founding 
pastor of the Crystal Cathedral in Car- 
den Grove, Calif, is known worldwide 
through his television ministry, "Hour 
of Power, " which each week reaches 
millions here and abroad. Bom in Alton. 
Iowa, in^plember J926, Dr. Schuller is 
also the author oJJU books, among them ■ 
"The Be Happy Altitudes" and "Tough 
Times Never Last, Tough People Do! " 

But Schuller's faith— in himself and 
in the goodness of mankind — sva5 not al- 
ways so confident. /Is a young preacher 
in 1955. Schuller came to Caiden Grove, 
where he struggled to hold together a 
small congregation. He had no real 
church— just an idea. So he wrote to the 
most famous preacher of the day, Norman 
Vincent Peale, inviting him to speak at 
his "church , " which, the young Schuller 
neglected to mention, uw nothing more 
than the roof above the snack bar at the 
Orange Drive-In Movie Theater, —

"ARVELLA! ARVELLA!" SCHULLER 
shouted to his wife./'Arvella!'* 

Arvelln ran down the narrow hallway 
of their home. "What is it. Bob?" 

“Look, look.” Schuller said. He 
waved a letter in her face. An envelope 
stamped "Marble Collegiate Church" 
lay ripped open on the kitchen floor. 

Arvclla took the letter from Bob. 

“Dear Bob,” it started, “Would be hap- 
py to accept your offer to preach in your 
church. Tell me when, and I’ll be there. 
Yours truly, Norman Vincent Peale." 

Arvclla looked up from the Icncr. She 
couldn’t believe it. Norman Vincent 
Peale was coming from New York to 
preach in a drive-in. "Docs he know our 
church is a drivc-in?” she asked. 

Schuller didn’t answer. He was busy 
Tummagingihrough-thc-drawerof-his- 
wriiing desk. He pulled out a handwrit- 
ten reply, found the same pen he used to 
.write the invitation and signed it. 

"You already wrote the acceptance 
letter?" asked Arvclla. 

“Sure,” Schuller said. He was surprised 
she would ask such on obvious qui^on. 

Schuller slipped the letter into in^n- 
vclopc and said to his wife, looking up: 
"What do you think a full-page ad in 
The Los Angeles Times costs?" He 
moved before. Arvella could answer, 
stopping when the door was half open. 
"I’m going to the post office," he said, 
"and to the newspapers. I'll be back." 
The door had almost closed when he 
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popped his head back in. “Do we know 
anyone ai The L.A. TimesT' 

"If Jesus Himself were standing hoc to- 
day talking to you, do you know wliat He 
would tell you?' Norman Vincent PcaJe's 
words echoed through the drive-in. " 

Schuller barely heard Pcale's voice. 
He was busy gaping at the sea of cars 
that crammed the Orange Drive-In. 
There must be over 4000 people out 
there. Schuller thought. Every space in 
front was filled with a Chevy or Ford 
station wagon. Pontiac convertibles with 
white tops scattered tlie back rows. 

They hod jammed the freeways for 
two hours this morning. Now it was 1 1 
o'clock, already 85 degrees, and they 
were still trying to get in. / knew the 
ads in "The Los Angeles Times" would 
help, but the women 's section of the pa- 
per? Thai u'as a stroke of genius! . 

"What do you think Jesus would say 
to you?" Schuller heard Peale repeat. 
"Do you think He would tell you what 
a bunch of miserable sinners you are?" 

You bet He would, Schuller thought.

"No. He wouldn't." Peale said. “He 
wouldn't call you a bunch of sinners.” 

Schuller was stunned. What is he 
talking about? Of course, they're sin- 
ners.

"Jesus never called you sinners. He 
never called one of you out there a sin- 
ner." Peale pried his foot loose from the 
tiu-papered roof of the snack bar. He 
held up a Bible. "Look it up anywhere

Peale said. "Let your light so shine that 
everyone may sec your good works."

J ing through the Bible if he had to. He

Its marquee that morning read "Nor-

no one had taken down the title of lost 
night's movie.
